The first business session convened 4:15 and the minutes the last 
meeting (the 2nd biennial joint meeting with the American Scientific Affiliation, 
Wheaton, Ill., June 12-14, 1957) were read and approved. Reports were received 
from the president and from the secretary the Society. Following the receipt 
and approval the reports the treasurer and the auditor, the Society voted its 
approval the following recommendation the Executive Committee: that the 
present E.T.S. editor, the previous editor, and the ten contributors the volume 
Inspiration and Interpretation each receive $40. from the royalties received from 
the sale this E.T.S. sponsored volume. Reports from the Membership Com- 
mittee and from the Committee Program and Arrangements were received.

Answering the request of the Southern Section, President Stonehouse stated that 
has not laid down specific boundries for the sections but that all members 
are encouraged participate many the regional sections they may 
find geographically practicable.

The most far-reaching matter business concerned publications. Editor 
John report for the Editorial Committee was received with thanks, 
both for the publication the 1956 annual papers, now being mailed, and for the 
release two bound volumes during the year: the widely accalimed symposium, 
Inspiration and Interpretation, and the monograph series, Merrill 
Israel and the Arameans Damascus. The editor announced that Mono- 
graph #3, Darius the Mede, by John C. Whitcomb, Jr., would likewise be sent 
without charge to all members and associates, and at reduced rates to student 
associates, The Committee then presented its recommenda- 
tion that the Society now undervake the publication regular bulletin, quarterly 
if possible. In the discussion that followed, it was indicated that the bulletin 
would replace the present mimeographed volumes annual papers and that 
would also include selected papers from the section meetings and such miscella- 
neous releases the annual minutes and reports, the directory and its supple- 
ments, and the announcements and programs the various meetings. But that 
the bulletin should not render the future publication bound volumes and mono- 
graphs financially impossible, amendment was voted that the 1958 budget for 
the bulletin not exceed $750. The motion amended was then passed unani- 
The Society then approved the further recommendation the Executive 
Committee, appointing the Bulletin Committee, composed Warren Young, 
Merrill Tenney, Kenneth Kantzer, and Barton Payne, with general 
authority determine all essential matters relating the Bulletin the Evan- 
gelical Theological Society, including the appointment the editor and possible 
managing editor. The Committee subsequently met and announced the appoint- 
ment Steven Barabas literary editor and Neil Winegarden managing 
editor. 


Upon the recommendation the Executive Committee, the Society voted 
postpone action establishing placement service for evangelical schools and 
professors, for the present. The Society then voted join with the American 
Scientific Affiliation, each organization appoint three members, with staggered 
six-year terms, for the purpose forming planning committee for the biennial 
joint meetings. 


After the new business was concluded, President Stonehouse called for the 
report the Nominating Committee; and Gordon Clark presented the following 
slate nominees for 1958:

address wish first all make the point that our position concerning 
Scripture, and alone, involved the recognition qualitative distinction be- 
tween Scripture and tradition, and that precisely recognize this distinction 
all our labors and carry out its implications may assured measure 
progress, 


insisting upon the distinction between Scripture and tradition and plead- 
ing for greater consistency working out the implications this Protestant 
principle, would not indeed suggest that should despise tradition gen- 
eral minimize its historical significance. Tradition, in truth, is a factor of great 
significance within the history special revelation itself. This bound es- 
pecially with the fact that the special revelation the Bible revelation 
history. such the truth revelation often presented that which, the 
one hand, is received and, on the other hand, is delivered over. To make this 
point more specifically may now suffice recall the words Paul Cor- 
inthians 15:3, ‘‘for I delivered unto you first of all that which I also received’’.

May illustrate what have view referring more particularly the 
subject Gospel origins? are confronted today with two extremes dealing 
with the Synoptic Problem. the one hand there present uncritical accep- 
tance the two-document theory even the part some conservatives. This 
spite the fact that this theory commonly conceives the evangelists 
mere editors, and indeed often as editors who more or less consciously distort 
manipulate the contents the gospel. the other hand, there appears 
because these fundamental objections the two document theory, 
reject simply the product unbelief. This would preclude advance the 
possibility recognizing that there may component features the theory that 
are different character from the estimate the editors which have just 
referred, features which may quite acceptable and indeed preferable certain 
traditional views. particular one concerned with such questions the 


authorship and the order the Gospels vital that one should draw line be- 
tween which flow from the testimony Scripture itself and those 
which enjoy only the support tradition. 


particular with regard the order which the Gospels were written, one 
may not rest heavily upon This true, the first place, because that 
testimony not unitary. The Anti-Marcionite Prologue Luke places Matthew 
and Mark before Luke whereas Clement Alexandria says that the Gospels with 
genealogies were written before Mark. Moreover, the nature the case such 
testimony would not rest upon secure foundation as, for example, the tradi- 
tion concerning the authorship Gospel. Whereas the latter would have been 
associated with the individual Gospels from the time their original publication, 
the latter would have arisen presumably only the Gospels were brought to- 
gether and especially there developed the necessity assigning them parti- 
cular order the manuscript transmission. any case, one must apparently 
allow for the lapse period time following the publication individual 
Gospels before such judgments could have been formed. not possible the 
present time give further consideration this question the order the 
Gospels, and particular the question whether Matthew earlier than Mark 
Mark earlier than Matthew. concerned stress, however, that 
such decisions should not largely influenced tradition, and that the testi- 
mony the Gospels themselves, that disclosed intensive study 
their individual characteristics, must given the decisive weight. 


The question may now appropriately raised whether the discounting the 
authority tradition such matter the order the Gospels applies 
similar fashion the traditions concerning their authorship. opinion, this 
does not necessarily follow. one reflects, for example, upon the tradition re- 
lating the authorship Matthew will appear that the tradition apostolic 
authorship early and consistent all the witnesses.

Gospels. The consideration that many two the four Gospels have been 
handed down the writings Mark and Luke who were not numbered among the 
apostles constitutes weighty evidence that the association the apostle Matthew's 
name with particular Gospel must due the belief that was 
responsible for it. 


Regardless our judgment the reliability this tradition, however, 
remain under the necessity giving priority internal evidence. Pursuant 
this approach one must examine with the greatest possible care such objections 
the testimony tradition have been may offered. own opinion 
that the objections the apostolic authorship Matthew advanced modern 
times are not impressive unless one shares considerable degree the modern 
skepticism with regard the trustworthiness the Gospel tradition whole. 
personally strongly persuaded the apostolic authorship Matthew. 
Nevertheless, keeping with the main point that have been making, appears 
essential distinguish qualitatively this matter also between the 
testimony tradition and that Scripture itself. Matthew anonymous work 
that does not make any claim Matthaean authorship. One may therefore 
influenced the strength the tradition and the complete congruity the 
contents Matthew therewith firmly maintain the traditional position concern- 
ing its authorship. Nevertheless should not elevate such conclusion the 
status article the Christian faith. Such articles faith should based 
securely upon the teaching Scripture.

sary expound and thus constantly keep before the comprehensive character 
his task.

The task distinguishing between the literal and the figurative clearly not 
easy one especially because figurative features are commonly present every 
form writing. should become increasingly obvious that the suggested rule, 
literal not particularly helpful. Although one may sympathize 
with the apprehension lest the affirmations history should dissolve into myths, 
sober reflection upon the character language will compel the abandonment 
any such simple approach the problems interpretation. general safe 
say only that particular passage must evaluated the light all the evi- 
dence that pertinent its elucidation. the mind the evangelical there 
will the foreground the recognition that his view Scripture carries with 
the implication infallible rule interpretation Scripture the Scrip- 
ture appears again therefore that the evangelical will sound 
interpreter only consistently acknowledges the authority Scripture.

THE UNEASY CONSCIENCE MODERN LIBERAL EXEGESIS

Modern evangelicalism based upon the affirmation the reality God's 
special intervention human history, that is, the genuineness the miracu- 
lous, climaxing the supernatural life Christ. Consistent, then, with the 
possibility supernaturalistic revelation, with the positive claims Christ, 
and with the uniform assertion Scripture, evangelicalism accepts the Bible 
God-given and The evangelical depends basically upon the mind 
Christ, and not upon minor historical corroborations, for his belief the truth 
Scripture; but naturally rejoices historical confirmations the facts 
Scripture, congruous with his overall faith, when such may appear, Whatever 
may have been said about ‘‘the uneasy conscience modern re- 
garding social ethics,! the evangelical has easy conscience, based upon well 
integrated approach logical consistency, regarding Biblical historicity. 


Liberalism, the other hand, characterized underlying distrust 
the supernatural. Sometimes this admitted, and the Biblical miracles are dis- 
missed outrightly fictitious. For example, Robert Pfeiffer states reference 
Daniel: 


The traditional theory, accepting the book its face value, 
necessarily presupposes the reality the supernatural and the 
divine origin the revelations such miracles 
the divine deliverance Daniel from the lions and hand with-

More frequently, however, modern liberalism, under the influence Neo- 
orthodoxy, exhibits uneasy conscience over the wholesale humanism the 
old-fashioned example being the pathetic attempt the Inter- 
Bible salvage preaching values from critically dissected Bible. But 
such twinges the liberal conscience are common the modern theological 
scene require little They are not the subject this discussion; 
and, when all said and done, they actually constitute but disguised form the 
old For, though lip-service paid God's interventions 
history, these interventions are redefined man's own rationalistic terms 
deny their true historicity: facts become ‘‘culturally de- 
The net result still liberalism and stands 
opposition the presentation the Bible itself. therefore remains essen- 
tial for liberals both types deny the infallible truth Scripture and 
emphasize such features the background the Bible may useful dis- 
crediting its historical reliability. 


But when historical discoveries appear that prove corroborating instead 
discrediting, what can the liberal His antisupernaturalistic presup- 
positions require his continued affirmation the untrustworthiness the Bible, 
and abandons his former criticisms impelled compensate for his 
specific retreats increase the vehemency his overall denial. Such 
activity appears the outworking really conscience, which the 
subject this discussion, namely the dilemma that arises from trying main- 
tain faith Biblical unreliability despite the decreased legitimacy belief 
such unreliability.

The chief passages issue are Chronicles 36:6-7 and Daniel The 
former describes incident the reign Jehoiakim: 


Against him came Nebuchadnezzar king Babylon, and 
bound him fetters, carry him Babylon. Nebuchadnezzar 
also carried off the vessels the house Jehovah Babylon, and 
put them his temple Babylon, 


Chronicles gives indication the point his eleven year reign (608-598 B.C.) 
which this event took place. The Daniel verses state: 


the third year_of the reign Jehoiakim king Judah /cal- 
culated 605 came Nebuchadnezzar king Babylon unto 
Jerusalem, and besieged it. And the Lord gave Jehoiakim king 
Judah into his hand, with part the vessels the house God; 
and carried them into the land Shinar the house his God: 
and brought the vessels into the treasure house his god.
